Monsignor Arthur /Hinsley, who has 
been appointed successor to the late 
Cardinal Bourne &s Archbishop of West- 
minster, is, as Was his predecessor, “a 
man of the people.” |Born seventy years 
ago in Selby, Yorkshite, where his father 
Was a carpenter and joiner, he served as 
an acolyte in the local ¢hurch, and received 
his first education at the local school before 
going to Ushaw College. 

He studied for the priesthood at the 
English College, Rome, and was ordained 
forty-five years ago. He took a degree in 
Divinity at the Gregorian University, a 
Diploma of Philosophy at the Academy of 
St. Joseph, and becamé a Bachelor of Arts 
of London University. In 1893 he joined 
the professorial staff of Ushaw, where he 
remained for four years. In 1899 he was 
appointed headmaster of St. Bede’s 
College, Bradford, and retained this posi- 
tion until 1904, when he became Professor 
of Sacred Scripture at.|Wonersh Seminary, 
at the same.time being placed in charge of 
the parish church at Sutton Park. Surrey. 
He severed his connection with the 
college in 1911, when) he was appointed 
Parish Priest at Sydenham, Kent, where

In the meantime, the population of 
the locality had. grown, \a number of new 
houses had been erected, and the dangers of 
idisease had increased. Public institutions in 
the locality were uncatered for. He was in- 
structed, on behalf of the residents, to ask 
the Board to inform him what attitude they 
would now take on the matter. Should the 
reply be unfavourable, the committee of resi- 
dents intended to test the matter further. 
Mr. P. Belton, T.D., said that the Board 
and its predecessors had done their best to 
get water and sewerage for Finglas. The 
matter was not in their hands, as Mr. Mac- 
Ginley knew, There was no water that could 
be utilised at Finglas, They had asked the 
City Manager for water, but he had refused. 
He would allow the Board to construct a 
sewer at Finglas, but that was of no use 
without water. The letter was another 
example of the political letters that had been 
coming from the area. If they got water for 
Fiuglas, the Board intended to build about 
200 cottages there. 

It was decided to reply to Mr. MacGinley 
explaining the Board's difficulty in the 
matter. 


THE MILK BILL 


Dr. J, Harhison (Medical CBee) asked

supply could only be obtained by laborions 
attention and inspection. 

The Chairman (Mr. R. Blake) said that 
this was a serious matter for the dairy 
farmers of County Dublin. How were 
County Dublin dairymen, who, had to con- 
form with milk production regulations, to 
compete with those in wther counties, who 
had no such expense ? i 

i Mr. Belton said that between higher rates

regulations, it was impossible to compete

labours. The task, however, is even less 
easy to-day than it was in their time. 
Gaelic speech, which enshrined so much 
of nationai and local legend, has dwindled, 
and many of the recollections of centuries 
have perished in the people’s transition 
to English speech. Moreover, the story- 
teller, the village historian, no longer 
holds an honoured place; people who can 
listen to broadcast programmes, who can 
obtain books without difficulty, who 
possess inrumerable “contacts” that 
were denied to their ancestors, have no 
further use for him. Every month some 
old man—perhaps, the sole repository of a 
fine legend—dies, and the legend dies with 
him. It is to check this process of ex- 
tinctien that the Folklore Commission has 
beer. called into being. 
method of its working is unknown to us. 
but we suggest that it might do worse 
than to harness the schools to its service. 
There are, as Mr. Derrig points out, three 
stages of folklore collection. 
propaganda-—the arousing of enthusiasm 
for the project; the second js the actu! 
collecting; the third is the ‘‘exploita- 
of the collected materials—their 
classifying under the heading of theme, or 
district, or whatever it may be, and their 
publication in book form. The first stage, 
he claims, has been actomplished. We 
wonder, however, if sufficient public 
interest has yet been aroused. Scholars, 
indeed, are, and local authorities may be, 
interested ; but has*any understanding of 
what is required of them yet reached the 
people who really matter—the old men 
and wemen who know the tales of their 
districts, and the younger people who are 
in constant touch with them? No ‘‘ news- 
gatherers’? can be compared with 
children; for they have sharp ears and 
We suggest that Mr. 
Derrig well might encourage the thousands 
of school-teachers under his charge to turn 
their pupils into amateur collectors. The 
response, we thirk, would be surprising.

Since 1931, when they were accused of 
assaulting a white woman at Scottsboro’, 
Alabama, Clarence Nor :s and Haywood 
Patterson have been in’ ‘ail; and have 
been subject to almost continuous litiga- 
Twice they have been sentenced to 
death, but on each occasion the Supreme 
Court has held that the jury’s verdict 
was unfair, and now they are to be tried 
for a third time. Whether or not the 
unfortunate men are guilty, it is fairly: 
obvious that public opinion in the 
Southern States is ready to convict them 
in advance, and their plight is only one 
example of the general attitude towards 
negroes in America. Nothing can justify 
the race-hatred that exists in many parts 
of America, where a negro suspected of 
crime is luck, if he gets to the jail at 
all, and cannot even feel safe from the 
mob when he is inside it. 
American negro finds himself in the 
position of a “ black beast” which may 
be hanged or burnt alive almost with 
impunity, but even at best he gets very 
little consideration from those who ‘are 
supposed to have granted him equal rights 
with themselves. The negroes in the 
United States are the greatest sufferers 
from unemployment—they are, as they 
put it, “last hired, and first fired ’’—for 
nobody will employ a black man if he can

T Bealoideasa Kireann (Irish Folk-lore 
Commission) took place in Uhiversity 
College, Dublin, yesterday evening at 4 p.m. 
In the unavoidable absence of Mr. de Valera, 
President of the Executive Council, the pro- 
ceedings were opened by Tomas O Deirg, 
Minister for Education. 

Speaking in Irish, he said that the estab- 
lishment of this Commission marked a very 
important moment in the cultural history of 
Ireland. It was a public act of homage 
to our own people, the fulfilment of a filial 
duty towards the unknown Irish dead. It 
was a mighty monument to the podr nameless 
country peovle who had preserved the stories 
of the joys and sorrows of Ireland, who 
had pa on to us the whisperings of the 
centuries ducing which our country lay under 
the blanket of the dark. 


WORK RESUMED | 


A hundred years ago work was begun by 
the Ordnance Survey established by the 
British Government in Ireland. 0’Curry 
and O’Don.van set themselves to amass a 
wealth ot folk-lore under the headings of 
topography and local ae? But the work 
did not survive the publication of the first 
report—the ‘Londonderry Survey—because it 
was calcula.ed in the eyes of the authorities 
to make. the Irish restive, to arouse race- 
consciousness, to awaken hationalism. 

_ Now, a hundred years later, the Commis- 
sion: had the honour of resuming the inter- 
rupted labours of the Ordnance Survey under

The Commission is endowed 
with funds to collect all the ora) traditions 
that still survive in Irish and in English in 
the thirty-two counties, in er that a 
complete picture of Ireland may be formed 
with ‘materials gathered from the whole 
country. 

Only when the work of collecting is sub- 


| Stantially complete can exploitation success- 


fully commence, Premature publication would 
only be disastrous, The resulting picture 
would lack perspective; and it would, in 
addition, take money and energies away from 
the mee Abeer, important work of 
securin e greatest possible part of the 
folk-lore that stil ná . 

This is a work in which all Irishmen will 
be united. It will link together all men of 
good-will, of every political and religious 

rsuasion, in a truly national cause. No- 

y wants to make money from the work. 
The money concerned is not the necessary 
means to the end. The function of the Com- 
mission is to deal with a much higher order 
of things. It is the literary executor of a 
dead generation, established to vindicate the 
memory of our own people, to justify their 
tenacity in preserving their own life, to raise 
a perennial monument to their name.

This 
would include a pledge of mutua! non- 
aggression for a period of years, as 
formulated in the British plan of 1955; a 
method of defining and designating the 
aggressor in conformity with the idea 
originally put forward by Russia and the 
Little Entente, and the withholding of 
assistance and supplies from a designated 
aggressor This statement may be perfectly 
correct, though nothing has been said here 
about it; but it was rumoured during the 
week-end that the results of the meeting 
were better than Sir John Simon had 
expected. | The British plan of 1935, to 
which reference is made, was contained in 
a draft convention presented to the Dis- 
armament! Conference on March 16, 1935, 
by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. It declared 
that, in the event of any war undertaken 
in breach of the pact, there should be a 
conference between the parties if any five 
of them, including one, at least, of the 
Great Powers, so requested. The con- 
ference could be summoned through the 
League of Nations, and any conclusions 
reached must be concurred in by the repre- 
sentatives '%f all the Great Powers, and by 
the majotity of the other participating 
Governments. It was proposed that the 
convention should remain in force for five 


years, 


Eastern Pact Difficulties 


Mr. Anthony Eden ós gor his talks in 
Warsaw this morning, and it is understoo< 
here that the proposed Eastern pact oí 
mutual assistance is again the principal 
topic of discussion. Poland already has 
separato pacts of non-aggression with Ger- 
many. Hoesis and her Ministers do not 
wish to offend either country, but, while 
Germany has rejected the pact, Russia has 
adopted it. A possible solution of the 
difficulty lis that the terms of the pact 
may be só modified that both Poland and 
Germany (will be able to accept it. Mr. 
Eden may propose to Poland that she 
should accept the pact, on condition that 
the mutual assistance clause for Poland 
be limited! to allow aeroplanes of the co- 
signatories of the pact to fly over Polish 
territory, the passage of other arms being 
prohibited, 


M. Laval in Moscow 


The visit of M. Laval to Moscow is much 
in mind just now owing to the many diplo- 
matic exchanges taking place. It has been 
frequently stated that he goes to prepare 
the way lor an alliance of some character 
between France and Russia, but it is not 
altogether! certain that such is the case, 
though the military leaders in France are 
particulatly anxious to see an arrange- 
ment established. M. Laval has his own 
views on this matter, however, and they 
reflect a considerable body of public 
opinion. | He takes the line that France, 
bound tó Russia by alliance, might be 
suddenly| committed to adventures which 
she could not afford to contemplate, and 
which would certainly not be of benefit to 
the country. M. Laval has to face some 
strong opposites to this point of view |; 
for an alliance would appear to promise 
France samething of the security she is 
seeking so desperately. Rumania and 
Czechoslovakia are also striving in its 
favour, and M. Tituleseo, the Rumanian 
Foreign Minister, is shortly to visit Paris 
to discuss the possibility of such an under- 
standing}; Rumania, like France, needs 
security, and is nervous lest Germany may 
cast eyes on her oilfields. M. Titulesco, 
who is very well known in London, is also 
going to confer with Mr. Ramsay Mac 
donald and Sir John Simon. 


The *‘ Sweep *” Broadcast

HE statue of Cuchullan, which was 
erected: in the front hall of the 
General Post Office, Dublin, some months. 
ago, has been removed. The statue 
occupied a central position opposite the 
clock tower, but remained covered. It was 
to have been unveiled on next Easter Sun- 
day by President de Valera, and was to 
have stood as a memorial of the Rising of 
Easter Week, 1916, when the Post Office 
was occupied and held for a time by the 
old I.R.A. and the Citizen Army. 
Since the statue was placed in the 
General Post Office differences of opinion 
seem to have arisen among various bodies 
claiming to have direct continuity from 
the men who fought in the Post Office in 
1916, and it is rumoured that the statue 
of Cuchullan has béen involved to the 
extent that in some quarters it is con- 
sidered undesirable to establish the 
memorial under the proposed auspices. 


OFFICIAL REASON 


It is, in fact, rumoured that the 
authorities were apprehensive of damage 
being done to a fine work of art in order 
to satisfy the pretensions of the dissident 
sections, and that to preserve it from any 
wanton injury the memorial had to be 
sheltered in a place of safe keeping until 
Easter Sunday, when President de Valera 
will ceremoniously unveil it.

NOTHING LIKE IT 

Lord Danesfort, continuing, said that 
the Aliens Bill was even less defensible 
than the Citizenship Bill. ‘* Nothing like 
it,” he observed, ‘‘ has ever been passed in 
any Legislature of the world, and it is 
strange that a country which calls itself 
a Dominion of the British Empire, at any 
rate in nam2, should have ventured to 
bring such a bill into their Parliament.”’ 

The bill, he said, provided that the 
Minister might order British subjects to 
register with the police, and to inform 
the police of any change of address, and 
orders might be given subjecting British 
subjects entering the Free State to be 
searched, detained or arrested. One 
might well ask what was the meaning of 
legislation of that character, which must 
be, on the face of it, not only grossly un- 
just to the British subject, but grievously 
detrimental to the Free State itself. The 
Government should take action before 
these two bills were passed. 
Lord Mount Temple said that he had 
roperty in Ireland, but if he went there 
he was liable to be stopped and turned 
back, and if he entered he was liable to 
have his business interfered with and his 
place of residence prescribed for him. He 
would not be allowed to go more than a 
certain distance. In fact, he was&dgable 
to be treated as people were treated in 
Germany and Italy, and, finally, he would 
not be allowed to go back to England. 
There were many people who were Irish 
Free State citizens, and who were getting 
all ‘sorts of privileges by living in Great 
Britain. In some cases they were actually 
depriving British people of their jobs. 
“It does seem to me,” he added, “ that 
in the last resort we must do something 
to prevent ourselves from being exploited 
by the citizens of a country which is 
hostile to us. If we do that. possibly we 
shall get something done. At any rate. 
we shall have protected our own people.”’ 


LORD CHANCELLOR'S 
REPLY 


The Lord Chancellor (Viscount Sankey) 
pointed out that the position with regard 
to these two bills was rather delicate, for 
they were not yet Acts. Therefore, he was 
very anxious that the House should have 
the whole picture before it, and not merely 
one or two excerpts from the two bills. 
“It will be for your lordships then,’’ 
he added, ‘‘to say, and the Government, 
no doubt, will say later, what should be 
done in the circumstances.”’ 

The Citizenship Bill, he said, was intro- 
duced into the Dail as far back as June 
last. It aroused considerable controversy, 
and on November 27th Mr. J. H. Thomas 
made a statement in the House of 
Commons in which he said: ‘‘I am ad- 
vised that the bill does not purport to, 
and could not in any case, deprive anv 
person of his status as a British subject.’’ 
The Citizenship Bill was long and #om- 
plicated, and it contained a peculiar 
clause, dealing with ‘‘mutual citizen- 
ship rights,” which provided for reciprocal 
treatment for citizens of countries which 
extended citizenship privileges to citizens 
of the Irish Free State. Speaking on the 
third reading of the bill, Mr. de Valera 
had said: “ We admit that our citizens are, 
in fact, getting certain privileges in Great 
Britain, in Canada, Australia and South 
Africa by the law of these countries. We 
say that, in so far as our citizens are 
getting these privileges in these countries, 
we are prepared to give the citizens of 
these countries similar privileges, and one 
of the first acts of the Executive Counci! 
when this bill becomes law will be, by 
Order, to confer on the citizens of those 
countries privileges akin to the privileges 
our people get in those countries.”’ ; 


THE ALIENS BILL 

_ Lord Sankey added that he had been 
informed that the final te of this bill 
in the Senate had been deferred until 
progress had been made with the Aliens 
Bill.

THE MEAT TALKS

In a leading article on the meat negotia- 
tions in London, The Times observes :— 
Much hard work has been done on this 
problem, both in the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and in the Dominions Office, 
various suggestions for a solution have 
been discussed with the Governments of 
the Dominions. Negotiations at long range 
have produced no agreement. 
that direct talks would prove more success- 
Mr. Lyons, the Australian Prime 
Minister, expedited his visit to London, 
bringing with him the Ministers whose 
departments are concerned, and on Monday 
they began a discussion of the whole 
subject with Mr. Thomas and Mr, Elliot. 
In view of existing engagements, this dis- 
cussion falls naturally into three parts. 
First of all, a temporary arrangement has 
to be made under which trade can be con- 
ducted during the next three months ; then 
a medium-term policy must be defined to 
cover the period from the end of June to 
November of next vear, when the agree- 
ment with Argentina expires and Great 
Britain recovers freedom to impose duties 
on Argentine meat, and, finally, there is 
the long-term policy, to be adopted when 
that agreement runs out. 

It is part of the Australian contention 
that this agreement deprives the Dominion 
producer of the preferred position in the 
British market, second only to the British 
producer, which was promised him at the 
Ottawa Conference.
